tona, Jr., a striker and the wound- 
ing of Raymond Talley a spectator, 
and George Howell, a guard. The 
four arrested today are charged with 
carrying concealed weapons. 
Three 


others arrested last night are still 
in jail today, as are the two wound- 
ed men who are being held as wit- 
nesses.

Unless he signs the 
agreement entered into between him 
and General Scott or is prepared to

peared probable that the American 
representatives would 
indicate 
to 


Washington the uselessness of fur- 
ther parlays. 
Mexican officers 
in 


Juarez did not 
believe, however, 
that a failure to arrive at an under- 
standing here would mean more than 
a transfer of the controversy to dip- 
lomatic channels. 


The meeting of the conferees was 


arranged with the idea 
of giving 


Carranza's minister of war an op- 
portunity to make his 
next,

what was generally believed would 
be his last move. Just what move 
General Obregon had planned 
was 


unknown to the American represen- 
tatives, although he_liad told them 
in the last conference that his gov- 
ernment would favor a joint border 
patrol.

gon would present.

Obregon and 
Juan N. 


Amador, sub-secretary of foreign af- 
fairs, have no misunderstanding of 
the position of the American repre- 
sentatives. They have been told that 
they came here to discuss co-opera- 
tion of American and Mexican troops 
in Mexico and not the withdrawal of 
the American forces. 
To the Carranza representatives a 


counter proposal that they agree to 
a time limit for the withdrawal of 
the American forces, General Scott 
said he was not empowered to talk 
of that phase of the situation. 
The 


Mexican officers also were Informed 
that an immediate withdrawal of 
General Pershing's forces was out of 
the question. 


Whether General 
Obregon 
was 


prepared to yield enough to justify 
further delay in the 
negotiations 


here could not be ascertained before 
the meting bgan.

his signature to anything

to an appea) from the Netherlands 
anti-war council, a meeting at which 
will be considered a proposal that 
President Wilson be urged to pro- 
mote a conference of neutral nations 
to offer mediation in the European 
war will be called soon

country. This was announced today 
by Hamilton Holt, chairman of the 
American branch of the central or- 
ganization for durable peace, 
the 


recipient of the appeal.

The communication was received 


by Mr. Holt yesterday and urged co- 
operation by American peace socie- 
ties in bringing about mediation. 
The meeting will be held by 


American members of the central or- 


ganization, with a view to co-opera- 
tion with other peace societies later. 


The appeal ot the Dutch council, 


according to Mr. Holt, indicates a 
belief by many persons in the Neth- 
erlands 
that 
Emperor 
William, 


through Germany's 
reply 
to 
the 


American note in the submarine con- 
troversy made an 
indirect bid for 


peace. 


No date has yet been set lor the 


meeting but meanwhile Mr. Holt will 
submit copies of the appeal to vari- 
ous peace organizations and to Pres- 
ident Wilson "for his mtormation."

plan had been outlined except that 
the purpose of the meeting would be 
to analyze the appeal and set m mo- 
tion whatever forces it might hope 
to declare for peace.

on the New York Central lines near 
Cleveland, O., March 29, in which 27 
persons were killed and 47 injured, 
WM flue, the interstate commerce 
commission reported today, to the 
failure of Engineer Hess to see the 
signals or to read them properly on 
account of the dense fog in which his 
train waa running. 


The report to the commission cites 


the engineer's record since 1900 to 
•how that he had been tour times 
suspended for running past signals 
was again suspended last December 
tor striking the rear end of a train 
at Toledo, O. 


"The record of this accident," the 


report states, "together with a care- 
ful consideration of a record of ac- 
cidents wherein employes have fail- 
ed to obey 'fixed signal indications 
since July 19, 1911, brings forcibly 
to mind the fact that the rules rel- 
ative to speed permitted during fog- 
gy weather are in many instances in- 
definite and vague." 


The report says the rules were not 


observed and the-high rate of speed 
at which Hess' train was running, 
"in view of the fog and at short dis- 
tance whiph signal indications could 
be distinguished was one of the prox- 
Imitc causes of this accident." The 
commission in its report again re- 
fers to the need of automatic train 
stops.

An apparent earthquake near Akron, 
O., probably due to a frost crack, waa 
described In the American Geologist; 
Vol. 1, IflFS, while another, which 
caused a mild panic at Attleboro, 
Mass., was reported in the Attleboro 
Son of Jan. 23,1903. Professor Wood- 
worth says that "this Idea of frost 
cracks Is very widespread In New Eng- 
land as an explanation of many small 
shocks coming at a time when the fro- 
zen ground la known to have cracked 
open."—Philadelphia Press.

ln*eot Sits on lt« Eggs. 


Family matters in the case of insects 


usually mean only the depositing of 
eggs In suitable situations for the in- 
dependent development of the 
off- 


spring, the parent insects often dying 
before the young appear. The earwig, 
however, provides a remarkable excep- 
tion to the general rule, for it sits upon 
its fifty or more eggs until they are 
hatched, just as a bird would do, and, 
moreover, if the eggs get scattered It 
carefully collects them together again. 
In the early months of the year, when 
digging the soil, female earwigs may 
frequently be found together -with their 
batch of eggs. At the slightest sign 
of danger the young dtoes huddle close 
to their mother, hiding beneath her 
body so far as it will cover so large a 
family.—Strand Magazine.
